Negro Man Held On Serious 
Charge. 

Upon a warrant charging him with 
detaining a woman agaiist her will 
Dave January, colored, was arrested 
and is being held in the county jail to 
await his examination trial which is 
set or Saturday morning. It is charg- 
ed that January whose home is at Lit- 
tle Rock insulted Mrs. Virgie Gray, 
wife of Oscar Gray who is a tenant on 
the farm of W. J. Reynolds, eight 
miles from Pari s on the Stringtown 
pike. 

The alleged offense was committed 
Monday and Mrs. Gray, accompanied 
by her husband, came to Paris late in 
the aft-rnoon, anpearing before 
Squire L. J. Fretwell and swore out a 
warrant against January. 

Mrs. Gray told a straightforward 
story. She slated that January came 
to her home shortly after 3 o’clock 
Monday afternoon for the puryose, as 
he said of buying some gr«>en beans. 
As she was in the act of handing the 
negro the package he seized her by 
the right wrist. -She declared she re- 
sisted with all her inignt at the same 
time screaming at the top of her 
voice. This frightened the negro and 
he walked away. Mrs. Gray showed 
the imprints of flngernails on her arm 
as she detailed what had occurred. 

The warrant was immediately plac- 
ed in the hands of Sheriff Thompson, 
who dispatched Deputies Marshall and 
Talbott to the scene. The lateness of 
the hour precluded the arrest of Janu- 
ary and the matter of alleged assault 
was kept secret. Tuesday morning 
Marshall and Talbott went to the Rey- 
nolds farm, where January was engag- 
ed at work in a tobacco patch. He 
was brought to Paris and being ar- 
raigned before Judge Denis Dundon. 
plead not guilty. 

His trial was set for Saturday 
morning at 10 o’clock and bail fixed at 
$500. January, in reply to questions, 
displayed no uneasiness and asked if 
he could be allowed to communicate 
with several well-known farmers in an 
effort to secure bail and release ffrom 
custody until the hour set for his 
trial. 

RUMORS ;OF MOB. 

Wednesday night Mayor J. T. Hih- 
ton and County Judge Denis Dundon 
receiveo information that a mob was 
being formed in an adjoining county 
and was advancing toward Paris with 
a view of storming the county jail and 
lynching Dave January. Acting upon 
the information received Sheriff A. S. 
Thompson with his deputies, J. O. 
Marshall and W. F. Taltott, Chief of 
Police Elgin, Jailer Farris and other 
oilicials were on the alert and ready to 
resist any effort on the part of a *iiob 
to take the negro from the jail. The 
mob, however, did not put in its ap- 
pearance but the officers are prepared 
for any emergency, and the jail will 
be guarded.

Jailers Will Receive Increase 
Next Year. 

'^According to the opinion of Judge 
Breathitt, handed down a few days 
ago in responce to the latter written 
him in a regard to the law increasing 
the salary of the jailers from 50 to 75 
cents a day for each prisoner they 
keep, the increase will not be coliecta- 
bly by the jailers in office at present. 

His option was asked by Jailor W. 
S Fitzgerald president of the jailers 
organization, of Kentucky, and is stat- 
ed above 

The law qestion was passed by the 
recent legislature by a unanimous 
vote and in speaking of it Gov. Wilson 
said that it was one of the best laws 
passed during the last session of Leg- 
islatures. While the present jailers 
will not be benefited by the present 
passage, unless they are re-elected the 
law will be in force after the regular 
el ction htld in Novembfr 1911. 

Law almost the same was passed in- 
creasing the salary of circuit judges 
and according to Attorney General 
BreathTitt this law would not apply 
to the judges in office, ho soever they 
contested the decision carrying it to 
the Supreme Court, where they won 
the case. 

The Jailers’ Union meets in London 
ntxt week and the advisability of liti- 
gation will be consioired. President 
Fitzgerald was undfci- el as to what 
woulil be done in regaid .to the mat- 
ter but in hi® opinion the decision 
would stand and that it would not be 
fought out in the courts. 



that still controlls the 
Republican State Committee by 20 to 
15 as the vote for Sherman and Roose- 
■velt shows. 

Will the Republican voters when 
they elect delegates to the state con- 
vention endorse this action? Tnere 
may be a fight to a finish between the 
two rival factions for control of the 
Republican party if the Colonel de- 
sires it ; and the recomendation of the 
Old Guard may be turned down and 
Roosevelt substituted for chairman of 
the convention in’place of Sherman. 

The Republican party of the state 
of New York may be split in twain 
whichever faction wins. The fight 
for control of the convention will 
hardly allow an agreement between 
the two f^cti'^ns on the platform and 
on the candidate for governor and 
other state officers. 

President Taft with the power of 
the Federal patronage, will be for 
the Old Guard. Governor Hughes 
would n&turally|te for Roosevelt for 
the Old Guard has opposed all of his 
recommendations for legislation ; but 
he is under great oblifgations to Presi- 
dent Taft, fur his appointment as Jus- 
tice of the Scprene Court, and the 
prospective appointment as Chief Jus- 
tice is still in the hands cf the Presi- 
dent. 

It is seldom that the gieat men of a 
party are dragged into a fight for su- 
premacy on such a minor mattter as — 
who shall be chairman of the state 
convention? It shows bitterness and 
perhaps very bad generalship on both 
sides; for the real fight is whether 
progressive or reactionary policies 
shall prvail not only in New York 
State but in the Natioi.. 

As the issue is not for office but for 
policies, the Democrats may well say 
may the best side win, for you are 
both had enough as far as the welfare 
of the people is concerned.

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INDIANS’ PRIDE 



Native Reserve and Conservation 
Keep Them Apart From Whites. 

Even among tbe Five Civilized Tribes 
there still remain many communities 
wholly full blood. These people drift 
together, following their own ideas of 
Jife, speaking their own language and 
retiring before the whites with the 
same strange reserve and pride that 
characterized them in their wild state. 

Although claiming the name of sev- 
eral Christian denominations and fol- 
lowing certain beliefs with devout- 
ness. their ways of thinking, their dis- 
like of Innovation and their aversion 
to work have made them withdraw 
to the mountain districts. Whether 
this so called reserve comes from pride 
or a distrust t)f the white man or ti- 
midity or merely a stubborn conserva- 
tism. it produces the same result, the 
backward and nonprogressive Indian. 

There is. too. a certain mystic quality 
that holds the Indian aloof, says the 
Southern Workman— a quality that we 
do not understand and with which 
there is little sympathy in our every- 
day life. He is so much of a philos- 
opher that he looks upon our strenu- 
ous life with some contempt, dismiss- 
ing our efforts for personal comfort 
and material advancement with the 
remark that “the white man is heap 
trouble to himself.” While people call 
him .lazy because he does not care to 
exert himself for those things which 
seem important to whites, yet to 
some religious ceremonial or some ar- 
tistic expression his application is per- 
sistent. and the “batience of an In- 
dian” has passed into a proverb.

Live Stock Ring. 

The live stock building and exhibit 
grounds are ideal in every particular. 
The ring for the exhibit of cattle, sheep 
and hogs is in the form of an oval 100 
feet in one direction and seventy-flve 
feet in the other. The arena for the 
exhibit of horses, mules, jacks, jennets 
and for the night horse shows is as 
fine an open-air arena as there is in 
the United States. The show ring is 
oval in shape, measuring 225 feet in 
length and 100 feet in width, complete- 
ly surrounded by a wooden guard and 
on the outside of which will be a ten- 
foot promenade. The seating arrange- 
ments are in the form of an amphi- 
theater, almost completely surround- 
ing the ring and has a capacity, when 
completed, of holding fully ten thou- 
sand people. For the night horse 
show the arena will he beautifully dec- 
orated and lighted to such an extent 
that every thing can be seen practical- 
ly as well as in day light. 

The premium list for the live stock 
exhibit and the horse show is more 
liberal than for any similar event in 
the south and for the night horse 
show the premium list is equal to any 
of its kind In the United States. The 
business men of Knoxville have taken 
an unusual interest in this part of 
the exposition and as an evidence of 
their interest and good faith they are 
offering a special stake for gaited sad- 
dle horses to be known as the Knox- 
ville Business Men’s Saddle Horse 
stake and are giving $500 as the purse. 
This of Itself should undoubtedly 
bring together the greatest collection 
of gaited American saddle horses that 
has ever been seen in this country and 
It will be unfortunate Indeed for any 
one to have seen the exposition and 
not to have witnessed the competition 
between these great horses, for when 
the ribbons will have been tied. It will 
practically mean the placing of the 
same on the finest gaited saddle 
horses living to-day.

HERE IS A REIEDY THAT 
WILL CURE ECZEMA. 



The Spear and Bow and Poisoned Ar- 
rows Their Chief Weapons. 

Our knowledge of the pygmies of 
New Guinea shows that In habit they 
are nomadic. nowhei*e tilling rite 
ground, but depending for their living 
entirely on their skill in bunting and 
fishing. Their chief weapon Is the 
bow, their arrows being generally 
poisoned either with the famous upas 
or some other similar vegetable poison, 
in some cases a species of strj’chnine. 
They also make use of the spear and 
an ingenious form of spring gun 
which is common to numerous other 
forest tribes. This is formed by set- 
ting a flattened bamboo spear attached 
to n bent sapling, which 1s fastened to 
a trigger in such a way that it is re- 
leased by the passerby stumbling 
against an Invisible string stretched 
across a game track. These spears are 
really set for game, and to the initi- 
ated they are obvious enough, as their 
presence is always Indicated by cer- 
tain well known signs, such as a 
broken off twig placed in a cleft stick. 
In war these signs are removed, the 
removal being equivalent to the mov- 
ing of buoys in a mined channel. The 
wounds inflicted by these hardened 
l)amboo spears are necessarily serious. 
The mental qualities of the Negritos 
are extremely undeveloped, none of 
them being able to express a higher 
numerical idea than three, but all ob- 
servers who have met them unite In 
saying that they are a merry little peo- 
ple. with great Ideas of hospitality 
when their confidence has been gained 
and provided they have not been pre- 
viously ill treated. They are not can- 
nibals and are generally monogamous. 
—London Times.

Even the Bones Are Useful, the Spino 
as a Walking Stick. 

Products obtained from the shark 
are both numerous and valuable. 
.Shark fins furnish a jelly that makes 
a delicious soup, if one may credit the 
statements of those affecting that deli- 
cacy. There is an excellent market for 
this jelly wherever Chinese are to be 
found. 

The shark’s liver gives a splendid 
clear oil excellently adapted for the 
lubrication of the parts of watcbe.s. 
clocks and fine guns. This oil Is held 
in some quarters in as high esteem as 
is the oil obtained from porpoise and 
dogfish liver, long claimed to be the 
finest of animal oils. 

Sharkskin is of much value. It is 
of a beautiful burnished gray or blu- 
i.sh color and at first glance looks like 
finely graim^d leather by reason of the 
tiny prickles plentifully set one way. 
There are so many of these prickles, 
quite invisible to the naked eye, that 
the effect afforded by the dried skin 
is one of rich beauty, a quality that 
makes it particularly valuable for the 
manufacture of shagreen. It is em- 
ployed for many decorative purposes. 

Even the bones of sharks are useful. 
The spine is in constant demand by 
the manufacturers of curious walking 
sticks. They pass a thin maincea or 
steel rod through rite polLshed and 
round vertebrae, and the result is a 
cane that sells for a high price. The 
shark spine stick is a great favorite in 
Germany.— Harper’s Weekly.

There Is a well remembered case which 
happened some years ago at Cam- 
bridge, when three young men were 
walking across an open space of 
ground, and the middle one of the 
three was struck dead, while the oth- 
ers were untouched. The inquest 
showed that the young man who was 
killed bad nails in his boots, w'hcreas 
the others were wearing boating shoes.

But If thunderstorms can 
be classified, they are still not thor- 
oughly understood. We do not yet 
know what are the exact conditions 
which lead to a discharge of electricity 
In the form of a lightning flash from 
cloud to cloud or from cloud to earth.

BULL BAITING 



A Brutal “Sport” That Was Popular in 
Former Days. 

The principle of boll baiting was ex- 
tremely simple. A collar was fasten- 
ed round the bull’s neck, and by this 
the bull was attached by a rope to a 
stake. The rope varied from nine to 
fifteen feet in length and therefore al- 
lowed the bull but little movement. 
The audience was accommodate*! in a 
circle or “ring.” 

The bulldog’s duty was to gra.«p the 
bull’s nose, and when he bad succeed- 
ed in obtaining a grip be was required 
to maintain bis hold, despite the ef- 
forts of the larger animal to dislodge 
him. The bull awaited the attack with 
lowered horns, which the dog sought 
to evade by crouching toward the head 
of his opponent. Sometimes the bull 
managed to get his horns under or 
Into the dog. which was then thrown 
high into the air. 

Writers state that dogs had been 
tossed up to a height of thirty or forty 
feet. The dog, if he survived, would 
“retire hurt.” On the other hand, once 
the dog, which was trained to grip only 
the nose, obtained a hold his adver- 
sary would have little chance of shak- 
ing him off.
